Said J. Edgar Hoover, director” 


ef the FBI, recently: : 

“] should like to emphasize 
that the juvenile problem in any 
community . . . regardless of 
size and location . .. stems pri- 
marily from parental neglect and 
adult indifference.” 

The Christian Science Monitor 
commented on Hoover's state- 
ment: 

“Surely a people who have 
made a democracy practical in 
its political life can learn how 
better to strike a balance be- 
tween individuality and re- 
sponsibility in homes.” 
~~ Tt often appears to us that our 
@ociety does’ not have a clear 
picture of the type of home con- 


ditions and family that breeds 


these misfits. 


For so often we write and 
we speak as if these were aver- 
age or normal homes in which 
something misfired while rats- 
ing the children. 

The normal, average home 
rarely, if ever, produces the so- 
cial misfit who is constantly in 
trouble with the law. 

Carmen Santor, Clinton Coun- 
ty’s probation director, did a 
fascinating analysis of the spring 
grand jury cases which involved 
teen-agers and older men and 
women ... (He) found that in 
most cases, the parents of these 
young people have been involv- 
ed with the law at one time or 


misfits and simply producing 
another gencration of trouble- 
makers. zt 

In many cases, the parents 
were divorced or separated. The 
teen-agers were troublemakers 
in school, poor in their studies 
even though some had the men- 


tal capacity to do their work. 
They rarely attended church. 

The cases bore out Hoover's 
observation that the young peo- 
ple were the result of parental 
indifference and neglect. 

But the point we want to 
stress is that they do not come 
from average or normal homes. 
They came from very abnormal 
home situations in almost all 
cases. 

We can’t appeal to the parents 
of these young people to be re- 
sponsible. Most of them don't 


know what the word means. We 


can’t ask them to ease up on 
their desire to be individualists 
for they wouldn’t know what we 
are talking about. 

They are people who are 
struggling for survival. And in 
this struggle they haven't learn- 
ed moral principles or ethics, nor 


‘do they understand the role of 


education. in helping them to 
make a better life for them- 
selves. 

We approach this whole prob- 
lem of delinquency and adult 
crime on a bookish level, phras- 
ing the problem in terms of “re- 
sponsibility” and “individuality” 
and “lack of discipline.” 

It seems to us that if we ever 
hope to stem the tide of crime 


and reduce the crimina! element, 


we'll have to roll our sleeves and 
go to work. 5 

Santcr’s study shows that we 
will have to do something to 
break the endless cycle of cri- 
minally inclined families raising 
children to be similarly inclined. 
And this is a tough nut to crack. 

But there must be some an- 
swers to this if those who are 
truly concerned dig into the 
problem with sincere intent to 
finding them. A_ socicty that 
truly wants to lick the prob- 
lem can do so. — Plattsburgh 
N.Y. Press-Republican,

Putting Heat On 
The Hutterites 


They swarm like bees, say 
their critics. They use their re- 
ligion as a front for business, and 
thus escape income tax. They. re- 
ject citizenship, refuse to bear 
arms, and contribute little to the 
community. They are buying up 
much of the best land in the 
Canadian prairies with tax-free 
income. . 

The last charge was the real 
reason for widespread restive- 
ness which flared into a recent 
parliamentary attack by Conser- 
vative backbenchers, on the Hut- 
terian Brethren. “It is time the 
Hutterites are treated like all 
others with regard to taxation,” 
declared Tory John McIntosh. 

Who are these Hutterites, and 
why are many Canadians s0 
exercised? x 

They were Originally Swiss 
pacifists' who formed the first 
Hutterlte group in the sixteenth 


century. Over the years they’ 


wandered from Switzerland 
through Eastern Europe, to Rus- 
sia, finally to the U.S. 

When the U.S. draft laws hit 
their young men in 1918 they 
began to move to Canada in sub- 
stantial numbers. Twelve colo- 
nies all told moved from North 
Dakota into Alberta. (Some 
8,000 still remain in the Dakotas, 
Montana, and Washington.) 

These twelve have now grown 
to 55 in Alberta, with the over- 
flow spilling eastward into Sas- 
katchewan and Manitoba. Al- 
though there are still fewer than 
10,000 of the Hutterites, they 
now control an estimated 500,000 
acres in Alberta. Surplus funds 
are used to buy more land on 
which to set up new colonies 
(“swarming,” as non-Hutterites 
call it). This usually takes place 
when the population of an estab- 
lished colony goes substantially 
above 100. 

Despite their social eecentric- 
ities, the Hutterites are law- 
abiding farmers quite different 
from the railway-bombing, 
school-burning, nude - parading 
Sons of Freedom Doukhobors in 
British Columbia. Aside from the 
economic rivalry, they get along 
well with their neighbors. But 
now the economic rivalry ts be- 
ginning to pinch.

A. Moisten some cornmeal 
with vinegar and rub this over

Q. How can I remove stains on 
ple dishes? 


A. Oven-browned stains on 
these dishes can be easily re- 
moved by soaking in a strong 
solution of borax and water. 


Q. How can I straighten out 
some warped phonograph re- 
cords? 

A. One way to do this is to 
immerse your records in hot 
water (about 150 degrees) in a 
shallow flat-bottom pan. Then in- 
vert a dinner plate over the re- 
eord, a plate whose diameter per- 
mits its edge to contact only the 
outer edge of the record. Place 
a one-pound weight on the plate 
and leave the record under pres- 
aure until the water has cooled 
to room temperature, 


Q. How can I remove tea 
stains from chinaware? 
A. Salt and. vinegar usually 


does a fine job of this. 


Q. How can I give myself a 
quick facial beauty treatment?

Until recently, Nikita Khrush- 
ehev's Russian Communists vir- 
tually monopolized the global 
Red movement. Moscow control- 
led the push of Russian and 
eatellite trained agents into the 
oontinents. Moscow interpreta- 
tions of world events were “the 
Red line” for local Communist 
parties and for sympathetic 
newspapers around the world. 
The only important divergent 
voice was Tito’s Yugoslavia. 

Now there is a new “rival” 
organization. Mao Tse-tung’s 
Chinese Communists have — be- 
gun to push agents into Latin 


America, the Middle East, Eu- > 


rope, Africa, as well as South- 
east Asia. 
There already are more Chi- 


nese Reds in tiny Yemen on the | 


Red Sea than there are Russian 
agents. The Chinese have moved 
earnestly into Iraq, Morocco, 
Algeria. They have been active 
in Guinea, Ghana, the Union of 
South Africa’ and Cuba. They’re 
strong in Burma and most of the 
rest of Southeast Asia. They’ve 
tried in Egypt, but made little 


a ay. 


They're taking the first steps. 
in attempting to infiltrate Chi- 
nese communities in the United 
States. 


This new Chinese Communist 
drive will mean new headaches 
to the West. 

Take Algiers, for example. 
Russia’s Nikita Khrushchev is 
silent, pretending to flirt with 
de Gaulle, while the Chinese 
Reds have joined with the Al-~ 
gerian rebels and are helping to 
run in arms. The Reds thus are 
playing both sides of the street/ 
for their own ends. 

Eventually, the rival Chinese 
organizers and agents may mean 
new headaches for Nikita 
Khrushchev, too. The Chinese- 


trained men and the Moscow- 


trained men have different ideas 
on operation in countries they 
want to take over. 

The Chinese Reds tend to ad- 
vis® quick actions, rapid, violent 
The Russian Reds 
these days tend to counsel more 
subtle infiltrating. Squabbles 
between Russian agents and Chi- 
nese agents in Burma have been 


reported. i 

And the Chinese generally 
tend toward a strong Stalinist 
line. 

It is believed here that one of 
the major reasons why Khrush- 
chey made his recent extensive 
South and Southeast Asia trip 
was to emphasize to India, Bur- 
ma, Indonesia and in lands 
thereabout, that Russia is still 
the “big boss” of international 
communism, 

The Chinese Communists are 
building a fast, worldwide news 
service that often puts a “dif- 
ferent” Peiping interpretation 
en the news. 

The New China News Agency 
has just made a contract with 
Latina Prensa news agency 
distribute its releases through- 
out Latin America. The New 
China News Agency has offices 
throughout Western Europe — in 
Switzerland, West Germany, 


France, and other European 
news centres. It is getting its 
heavily-slanted releases into 


Western European papers. It has 
offices in Morocco, in Cuba, in 
the Middle East and Southeast 
Asia. 

Mao Tse-tung’s Reds are set- 
ting up book stores — through 
dummy fronts — and pushing 
books, magazines and pamhplets 
on the Chinese brand of com- 
wherever they can.

Chinese “trade missions” have 
visited Brazil, Argentina, Mex- 
ico, Morocco, India, the Middle 
East. The Chinese have offered 
their goods at cut prices, cheap 
radio sets, for example, to an 
“in.” There are strong indica- 
tions that these missions are not 
after trade in the Western pro- 
fit-making sense. 

Chinese “cultural” missions 
have been active in Africa, get- 
ting in touch with intellectuals 
and students. Mao Tse-tung is 
bringing students in from. Bur- 
‘ma, Indonesia, Hongkong and 
Australia to be trained in Red 
Chinese universities. 

Radio Peiping is active in its 
worldwide “interpretive” broad- 
casts. 

The new worldwide Red Chi- 
nese drive is not strong as yet. 
But at the rate it is growing, it 


should be.a real force within a 


few more years. Indications are 
that its line is even more anti- 
U.S. than the Russian movement. 
Indications are that they are 
thus far playing hand in glove 
with the Russians, even on the 
Indian border dispute. 
But there is also evidence that 
the Russians themselves are 
somewhat uneasy about the 
rapid spread of Red Chinese 


agents and the stepped up spread 
-of a Red Chinese brand of world

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KNOTS TO YOU ~— Eleven-month old Debb 
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Bogus Colonel Was 
Seaside Killer 


Many people today regard the 
criminal as someone who is men- 
tally “not quite right.” They be- 
lieve that men and women go 
into crime because they are psy- 
chologically maladjusted, or ,be- 
cause of poverty, heredity or en- 
vironment. 


These kindhearted theorists 
have very often no practical 
knowledge of criminals at all. 
They do not or ‘will not realize 
that to-day there are clever, 
cunning and vicious men who 
take to crime because they are 
idle, immoral degenerates, who 
sre too lazy to do_an honest day's 
work, 


These men feel that they can 
arrange their lives on an organ- 
ized basis so that they can live 
comparatively well and escape 
detection for long periods at a 
time. They regard the police as 
their natural enemies, and so 
long as they're not caught too 
often they are prepared to take 
the risk. To them it is an ordin- 
ary business risk and just too bad 
if sometimes it doesn’t come off, 


But only on rare occasfons do 
you come across a man who is a 
supreme liar, an unscrupulous 
crook, a vicious pervert and 
loathsome sadist all in one. 

Such a man was Neville 
George Clevely Heath, and when 
he was executed on October 26th, 
1946, England was rid of one of 
the most despicable villains of 
the century. 

It could, of course, be argued 
that anyone who committed such 
terrible deeds as were attributed 
to Neville Heath must be insane. 
It has long been a principle of 
English law that the insane 
should not be executed. But 
whether a man is insane at the 
time he commits a murder is a 
matter for the jury. 

And, after listening to evidence 
of fantastic sadism and perver- 
sion, the jury rejected the de- 
fence submission that Heath 
should be found insane. 

Neville Heath’s criminal car- 
eer started early on. He must 
be one of the very few men who 
have succeeded in being cashier- 
ed from three services. The 
R.A.F., the Army and the South 
African Air Force all found that 
they had little need for his ser- 
vices. 

He first joined the Royal Air 
Force in 1936, but that commis- 
gion lasted only a year, and in 
1937 he was put. on probation 
for a number of frauds, which 


included posing as Lord Dud- 


ley. 

A few months later he was 
sent to Borstal for cheque frauds 
and there is no doubt that at 
that time his whole life was one 
big lie. 

At the outbreak of war he 
was released. The Army then 
committed one of their well- 
known ostrich acts, being quite 
blind to the fact that when they 
gave Neville Heath a commis- 
sion they were accepting a 
known and convicted criminal. 

By 1941 Heath may have been 
an officer, but he was certainly 
no gentleman, and by the end of 
that year he wasn’t an officer 
either. 

His behaviour was too much 
even for the Army, and he was 
put on a troopship from the Mid- 
dle East to be returned to this 
country. —- 

England, *however, was not to 
see him for a year or two, be- 
cause he jumped the troopship at 
Durban and wandered around 
South Africa, living by means 
of ingenious frauds. He posed as 
a captain in the Argyle and 
Sutherland Highlanders with an 
M.C. . 

When the police got on his 
trail he vanished and appeared 
later in the name of Armstrong

in the South African Air Force. 
But by 1945 they also had had 
enough of him, for they packed 
him off back to England. 

Up to that time this career 
appears to have been only that 
of a cheap crook. He had mar- 


ried in South Africa and his wife 


had divorced him. 

He was a notorious liar and 
his lies had certainly got him into 
a lot of trouble. On his arrival in 
England his future can hardly 
have been cheerful, but like a 
great many other liars before 
him, he was the supreme / opti- 
mist. He embarked on a long 
series of frauds and most of his 
time was spent with young and 
attractive women. 

Late in’ 1945 there was an in- 
cident in a hotel in the West End 
of London, in which a girl was 
found bound, while Heath bent 
over her with a riding whip. No 
doubt today that girl regards 


herself as fortunate to be alive. 


In \the spring of 1946, Heath 
was staying in a hotel in Lon- 
don’s Notting Hill, under , the 
name of Colonel Bill Armstrong. 
Staying with him was a young 
woman believed to be his wife. 
They were not married, how- 
ever, and after a few days with 
Heath she returned to her par- 
ents in Sussex. By the end of 
that year she, too, was no doubt 
congratulating herself on being 
alive! 

By June 20th a young woman 
known as Marjorie Gardner had 
moved in as Mrs. Bill Armstrong. 


Separated from her husband, 
she was. said to have an artistic 
temperament,. dabbling in drama, 
elocution and painting. But next 
day she was beyond dabbling in 
anything, because her remains 
were found in the hotel bedroom. 
She had been savagely mutilat- 
ed, her injuries having been in- 
flicted by somebody’s teeth and 
the metal handle of a_ riding 
crop. ; 

Medical experts identified all 
the bloodstains in the bedroom 


‘as coming from the unfortunate | 


girl. Of Colonel Bill Armstrong 
there was no trace. If he was re- 
sponsible, and there could be 
very little doubt about that, he 
was apparently unmarked. 
Neville Heath, alias Bill Arm- 
strong, had bolted. But, curious- 
ly enough, from Worthing, en 
route to Bournemouth, he. wrote 
to Superintendent Barratt, who 
was in charge of the inquiries. 
The letter was completely pu- 
erile and was a pack of lies. It 
purported to give some explan- 
ation of how Neville Heath had 
met the dead girl, and suggested 


the possibility of some other man. 


having killed her. 

By the time the letter was re- 
ceived Heath was living quite 
openly in a hotel in Bourne- 
mouth, posing as a group cap- 
tain. 

Scotland Yard then made a 
fatal mistake. They refused to 
release to the Press a photo- 
graph of a vile and vicious man, 
wanted for a diabolical murder. 


' Their only excuse was that they 


felt the publication might preju- 
dice the future identification of 
the murderer when arrested. 

It was a ridiculous theory; 
there was overwhelming . evi- 
dence against Heath for the mur- 
der of Marjorie Gardner. Had 
they allowed Heath's photograph 
to be published, he would doubt- 
less have been arrested before ne 
could have killed his second 
victim, the young ex-Wren whom 
he met on his arriva] at Bourne- 
mouth, 

After talking glibly of his war- 
time heroics, he had suggested a 
walk along the cliffs. 

Doreen Marshall fought brave- 
ly for her life; but, like Marjorie 
Gardner, she was hacked to 
pieces by Heath and her remains 
hurled behind a bush in Bourne- 
mouth’s Branksome Chine.

There were no machines in the.

The clevis on the right end 
fitted a rope leading through 
pulleys to a team of horses on

a most pretty descent, if you 
were at a distance, The teamster 
was the first to know this had 
happened, for his horses would 
lunge ahead when the weight 
was lost. He would let out a yell 
that echoed on the frost with a 
flat, frigid tone, and it would be 
picked up by everybody. The yell 
was a signal for the men working 
at the loading place to execute 4 
swift departure, for when these 
cakes came down freestyle and 
whoomphed into the narrow slit 
of water, the explosion was a@ 
monumental event. Anybody 
anywhere around was inundated 
with a devastating drench which 
froze immediately. 

The least suggestion that the 
frame had slipped prompted such

If all 
went well, there was a resound- 
ing alarm, and vast cry of

steam. R 

The day I fell in and was deft- 
ly jerked back onto the ice by 
Diddy Howland, the shanty real- 
ly looked good. Nobody went up 
with me, the falling-in business 
being too routine, so I stuck some 
sticks in the stove, chattered to 
myself while I undressed, and 
found it wasn’t too bad at that. 
I exposed myself to the little 
stove, which was fairly hopping, 
and in no time my wet clothes 
were steaming away fine. 

It was fun to sit in the warm 
shanty, whose only window gave 
on the woods away from the 
pond, and listen to the muffled 
activity of ice-cutting — the 
creak of ropes, the bumping of 
ice blocks, the calls of the men, 
and the upping and downing of 
the great steel frame, sliding in 
the. guides. 

Then came the tumult. From 
up back, a wild shout, and then 
the chorus from the pond.

A Canada Department of Ag- 
riculture’ economist, studying 
financial statements of 13 groups 
of farms in four western prov- 
inces found that the average 
return to the farmer for his. 
labor and capital was about 40 
per cent of the gross income.

In other words, explains C. 
K. Varkaris, for every dollar of 
gross income, the farmer had a 
return of 40 cents. 

One group of farms in Alberta 
showed a negative return in a 
year when crop yields were low.

In British Columbia, farms 
surveyed in the Rocky Moun- 
tain Trench area averaged a 40 
per cent return on gross"income, 
with mixed livestock farms lead- 
ing with about. 50 per cent. In 
the central region, farms ‘sur- 
veyed averaged 47 per cent of 
gross income. Livestock - crop 
farming had a return of 64 per 
cent. Sixty-five Fraser Valley 
dairy farms had returns amount- 
ing to 43 per cent of gross, and 
on Vancouver Island, another 29 
dairy farms showed returns that 
were 40 per cent of gross.

In Alberta, two types of farms 
in the Parkland area were sur- 
veyed. One was general livestock 
farms and the other grain farms. 
The first group was the excep- 
tion to the general rule, show- 
ing negative returns to labor and 
capital.

Threé groups were studied in 
Saskatchewan. Two involving 
large and medium farms show- 
ed returns that.amounted to 74 
per cent of gross.

Located west of Swift Current, 
the farms were in five munici-

In Manitoba, 58 livestock 
farms in the Interlake Area had 
an average return of 45 per cent 
of the gross income and rang- 
ed from a low of 43 per cent 
for the farms that kept 15 to 34 
cattle to a high of 48 per cent 
for farms that kept 50 or more 
cattle. Another group, compris- 
ing 54 mixed farms in the Sif- 
ton-Fork River area, had an av- 
erage return of 47 per cent of 
gross income. A third group, 
composed of 82 grain-livestock 
farms, showed an average return 
of 45 per cent of gross. Fifty-two 
grain farms in the Red River 
Valley area returned an aver- 
age of 36 per cent of gross..

Unsereened seed from the 
same bulk lot gave a 15 per 
cent. infection in the crop. The 
Gateway and Husky varieties 
gave similar yields in a two-year 
test. - a si 


All commercially grown var- 
jeties of barley are susceptible 
to loose smut and the disease 
cannot be controlled by chemi- 


cals. a . 

In: view of the results of the 
experiments, says Mr. Kauf- 
mann, it is recommended that 


only the large kernels be used 
for seed in areas where loose 
smut is prevalent. 

The large seeds used in the 
tests were those which passed 
over a 7/64 inch by % inch 
sieve. They represented about_ 
20 per cent of thé bulk lot. 
Hence, about 500 bushels of 
grain would be required for 100 
bushels of seed. Reduced losses 
from smut would more than 
compensate for the extra trouble 
and cost in screening. 

“Tf this were put into prac- 
tice by farmers over 4 wide 
area,” says Mr, Kaufmann, “the 
number of smut spores in the 
air would be reduced’ and the 
infection would decrease gen~- 
erally.”

if we cannot tolerate the possi- 
bility that Santa Rosa was a 
California coastal headland 30,- 
000 to 40,000 years ago. 

The world in which we live is 
nowhere stable and in no wise 
fixed: the forces that have shaped 
it are not quiescent. ... The only 
certainty we can know about 


- yesterday's worid is that it dif- 


fered, somewhere, significantly 
from today’s. We know a great 
deal about many regions of yes- 
terday’s world; we have pre- 
sumed a state of ignorance to be 
a state of knowledge“in vast 
areas, like the Pacific, and have 
said that we know this or that 
much without the fair and hon- 
est acknowledgment that so 
much is next to nothing. 


Among the facts that. have 
long been known is the exist- 
ence of the west-flowing South 
Equatorial Current, the current 
which bore the Heyerdahl] expe- 
dition from Peru to Polynesia. 
What was not known until the 
project vessels of the Scripps 
Institution and the United States 
Fish and Wildlife Service return- 
ed and reported in June, 1958, 
was that this was a weak 
countercurrent, a sort of. back- 
wash, of a much mightier and 
faster current that flows east- 
ward beneath it, 250 miles wide, 
with the force of a thousand 
Mississippis. It extends from a 
depth of one hundred to eight 
hundred feet below sea surface 
and is at least 3,500 miles long. 
What this current must have 
meant to the Pacific when the 
world ocean was 400, or 200, or 
100 feet lower than it is now, 
and all Pacific islands were con- 
sequently enlarged, we cannot 
yet say, but surely we must be 
excited enough to dream hy- 
potheses.

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From Sheep to Coat 
In Less Than A Day 


A new record has just been set 
for transferring wool from a 
sheep’s back to a man’s back 
~~» in the form of a coat. 

On July 15, 1811, this process 
took 13 hours and 20 minutes — 
between sunrise and sunset. On 
June 18, 1960, at Pitlochry, Scot- 
land, the time for the job was 
reduced to 6 hours and 10 min- 
utes. 

The 1960 assault on the old 
record began at 8 o’clock in the 
morniig when two Scottish 
sheep-shearing champions, Ian 
and Leslie MacLaren, cut the 
fleece from six sheep. A little 
after two o'clock in the after- 
noon, Blair C. Macnaughton,. di- 
rector of a Pitlochry tweed 
manufacturing concern, donned 
his new charcoal grey kilt jack- 
et and was. piped away to the 
tune of “The Garb of Old Gaul.” 

Thus did the “Pitlochry jack- 
et” join what has been known 
for nearly 150 years as the 
“Throckmorton coat.” It’s inter- 
esting to recall the details of the 
manufacture of the original coat. 

At five o'clock in the morning, 
on that day 149 years ago, ac- 
cording to a poster printed at 
the time, two sheep belonging to 


’ Sir John Throckmorton were 
-gheared by his own shepherd, 


Francis Druett. The wool then 


" was given to master manufac- 


turer John Coxeter, at Green- 
ham ‘Mills, near Newbury, Berk- 
shire. 

Mr. Coxeter “had the wool 
spun, the yarn spooled, warped, 
loomed, and wove, the cloth bur- 
red, milled, rowed, dyed, dried, 
sheared, and pressed by four 
o'clock.” 


The cloth, says the account,: 


then was given to Issac White, a 
tailor, of Newbury, whose son, 
James White, cut the coat out 
and had it made up within two 
hours and 20 minutes. 

Mr. Coxeter then presented 


the purple hunting coat to Sir 


Jobn Throckmorton, “who ap- 

with it on before an as- 
sembly of 5,000 spectators who 
hed come from far and near to 
witness this singular and unpre- 
cedented performance complet- 
ed.” 

The successful attempt to sur- 
pass the “Throckmorton record 
of manufacturing celerity” at 
Pitlochry followed a similar pat. 
tern. Mr. Macnaughton wore his 
new jacket at the 125th anniver- 
sary dinner of his company that 
evening. 

One of the referees was Nich- 
olas Throckmorton, heir to Sir 
Robert Throckmorton, _ descend- 
ant of Sir John. The origina 
coat, faded but still serviceable 
and still the property of the fam- 
fly, was on display, writes Hen- 
ry S. Hayward in the Christian 
Science Monitor. 

That coat is described as a

fronted, with turned-up cuffs 
and long tails. Sir John had of- 
fered a prize of 1,000 guineas if 
he could dine by 8 p.m. in a coat 
that had been on a sheep’s back 
at 5 am, 

He wore it at the Pelican Inn,. 
Speenhamland. The Southdowns 
sheep from which it came were 
roasted whole and distributed to 
the spectators.

In a country where parts of 
the wilderness have been found 
tamed within the memory of 
those living and where the pio- 
neer tradition is strong, it isn’t 
strange that a “Wildlife Dinner” 
will draw 200 guests.

Road - Machine 


The word comes to me that 
a town has “lost” its road ma- 
chine, and I'm delighted. I con- 
fess that for a long time I’ve 
had an impulse to “steal” one 
of these things — to hook on to 
it in passing and drag it 100 
miles or so and leave it. Just 
to sit back and see what hap- 
pens. A road machine is a 
heavy-framed device, maybe 25 


feet long, with a great grading | 


blade, and it is not something 
you could misplace readily. 

My fiendish desire is predi- 
eated, of course, on the way 
towns have always left the 
things at random, wherever they 
happened to finish up a road 


Job. My guess would be that in 


99 towns out of 100, if you ask- 
ed the road boss where his 
grader was at any particular 
moment, he wouldn’t know. 


“Losing” one is rough treatment - 


on the word lose. 


Now that pavements have be- 
come. almost unanimous, the 
original purpose of these ma- 
chines has been largely curtail- 
ed. They still use them for 
grooming the shoulders and 
ditches, but the old custom of 
dragging them around to 
“maintain” the road has happily 
lapsed, Millions upon until mil- 
lions of public funds went for 
road-machine . work, .and_ the 
things spoiled more roads than 
they ever fixed. 


Whenever you drove out on 
an old dirt road, you'd see one 
of these things going along, 
with the town’s most unlikely 
candidate atop it, frantically 
turning the big adjustment 
wheels without the slightest 
idea of what he was about. I 
know, because I did it once. 

I got a job “with the town” 
while still in school, and work- 
ed all summer at hand-tooling 
the municipal highways for 30¢ 
an hour. I shoveled gravel and

You see, the king-drag, with 
its several cutting edges, had a 
way of working against itself to 
smooth things. The road ma- 
chine, if it hit a rock, would 
jump in the air. On “wash- 
board,” the road machine could 
ride the ~hummocks and just 
make them worse. The first day 
I rode the machine, trying to 
find some adjustment that 
would do something besides bob 
around, I got shook up like a 
popper of corn, and when we 
quit for the night the road was 
billowed and fluted. 


Nowadays, the road machine 
serves wonderfully to oblige 
the week-end tourists. Usually 
on a Saturday morning the 
crew turns out, and scrapes the 
shoulders of the roads all along 
the edges of the pavement. This 
puts all the rocks and roots up 
in the highway, and by even 
song when the men quit every- 
thing is delightful. On Monday 
they come around and scrape 
everything back into the ditch. 
But wherever the crew was 
when quitting time came, that's 
where the machine traditionally 
gets left. 


Even today, in the post-era, if 
you drive across Maine, you'll 
see scores of these things park- 
ed off in the bushes, gathering 
rust and awaiting the return of 
the road crew. They are as our 
lakes and mountains and wooded 
hills, part of the scenery. It is 
a statewide presumption that 
nobody would want to take one, 
and wherever. it is, it’s safe. 
That’s why I should like, some- 
time, to hitch. on to one and 
move it— to see how long it 
would be before it got found.

(and my conscience is clear) is 
of course not lost at all. Last 
year, I suspect, after much com- 
plaint by residents on a back 
road, the highway commissioner 
finally decided a few votes were 
likely, and went up to scrape. 
You will probably find it in the 
town report — Grading Humph- 
rey Road... $2,000. This means 
they stirred up all the stumps, 
and boulders, ripped the planks 
off all the culverts, and shifted 
all the holes to new places. It 
means some poor fellow had to 
ride the thing. And in the even- 
ing they parked the machine and 
went home. 

November came off cool and 
they next put the snowplows on 
the trucks. A new year has ar- 
rived, and the situation has 
slipped their memories, Now 
they have the third-class ap- 
propriation to spend and the 
machine is mislaid. “Lost.” 
They'll find it. The gears will 
be rusted so it will take two 
days’ work to start them. They 
may have to cut a few alder 
bushes to get at it. But it's 
there, all right. Someday some- 
“body will say, “When are you 
coming to get the road machine 
in my orchard?” Then they will 
all remember. I hope they find 
it, but not too soon. By John 
Gould in The Christian Science 
Monitor.

Stilled At Last 


“I set myself and let go all 
I had.” This was how baritone 
Lawrence Tibbett recalled that 
eventful January night in 1925 
when, as Ford in Verdi's “Fal- 
staff,” the 28-year-old unknown 
from Bakersfield, Calif., stormed 


of New York's 
Opera House. 


In nearly 30 years of operatic 
singing at the Met and else- 
where, he performed brilliantly 
in more than 70 widely varied 
roles; And in an era when 
American singers enjoyed little 
or no reputation abroad, he 
broke down the artistic barricrs 
of such citadels as the State 
Opera in Vienna and the Royal 
Opera House in London. He was 
a pioneer in. radio and in musical 
movies, and it was his genera- 
tive force which brought a sin- 
gers’ and dancers’ union into

being — the American Guild of | 


Musical Artists. 

Larry Tibbett’s personal life 
was no less full. A man of 
boundless energies and zestful 
enthusiasms, Tibbett attracted 
just as many male friends as 
female admirers. He loved the 
abundant life — too much for 
his own good, as he hin.self rue- 
fully confessed. Often, when 
other singers were safcly home, 
tucked comfortably in bed after 
a nightcap of warm milk, big, 
handsome Larry drank cham- 
pagne until dawn. 

Tibbett’s voice was not a 
booming vocal instrument, but 
he knew how to use it with 
the most dramatic and exquisite- 
ly subtle effects. His versatility 
encompassed a variety of roles 
which ranged from the tender 


mont in Verdi’s “La Traviata” 
to his contemptuously évil Scar- 
pia in Puccini’s “Tosca.” 

Lawrence Tibbett died at 63 
last month in New York's Roose- 
velt Hospital, after failing to 
rally from. surgery to relieve 
pressure on the brain. His active 
life could be compared with his 
first Metropolitan Opera tri- 
umph — he literally gave it all 
he had.

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| Odd Mail Flows 


To U.S. President 


“Dear Mr. President... .” Each 
day several thousand citizens 
write a letter to their President 
on every conceivable subject 
from how to raise money for a 


“new church to instructions for 


making a banana pie. The old, 
the young, the rich, the poor —.- 


‘ gil contribute to the overpacked 


mail bags arriving at the White 
House. Some offer advice on 
world affairs; others berate the 
President for his decisions. 

A hobbyist requests an auto- 
graph; a poverty-stricken moth- 
er asks financial aid for her 
children; an admirer sends best 
wishes. Most correspondents are 
sincere, although numerous 
busybodies and deluded persons 
also write. 

Americans have always f 
free to write the man they sel 
for the nation’s highest office. 
President Eisenhower's mail — 
letters, post cards, and telegrams 
~- comes from every corner of 
the land and many foreign coun: 
tries. : 

In addition to their penchant 
for writing’ letters, Americans 
revel in showering their lead- 
ing citizens with gifts. Each mail 
brings hundreds of packages of 
all sizes and descriptions. Favor- 
ite presents include prize-win- 
ning fruits and vegetables, the 
biggest melons, turkeys, hams, 
and game. Various items of 
clothing also arrive daily, such 
as neckties, satin pajamas, and 
underwear. A music-lover ships 
a ukelele. with an instruction 
book; a kid forwards a stack of 


Kinsey: books; and one misguided 


woman even sent her gold teeth 
ecause she heard it was illegal 
to) hoard gold. 

Fifty years ago, the Chief Exe- 
cutive thought he had broken a 
record if his mail reached the 
staggering total of 100 letters 
daily.. By President Hoover's 
time the volume had swelled to 
some 800 a day. During the first 
months of the New Deal, the 
daily average often reached 8,000 
to 10,000. Soon after Mr. Eisen- 
hower’s inauguration, he was re- 


_ ceiving around 25,000 messages. 


A corps of clerks under the 
Chief of Mails handles this huge 
influx. In the old days, one per- 
gon could handle the compara- 
tive trickle of mail arriving at 
the White House mail room. But 
today the mammoth job requires

slose friends. Happily, the mail- 
room staff rarely opens an en- 
velope from one of the Presi- 

ent’s private correspondents. 
Most of the letters addressed to 
him, however, pass through an 
electric letter opener, after 
which the clerks go to work 
reading and segregating it. 

Readers examine each mes- 
gage. An efficient worker goes 
through some 500 to 600 letters 
a day, recording each one along: 
with a summary of its contents. 
Then the letters are directed to 
the White House staff, a govern- 
ment agency, or some other de- 
partment for handling. All let- 
ters are acknowledged or han- 
died in some other manner 4s 

ily as possible. Although 

e President has time to read 
only several samples of his mail 
each day, he does go over a tabu- 
lated summary of it. In this way 
he keeps his finger on the pulse 
of public opinion and the senti- 
ments of the’ordinary voter. 

Addresses on some of the let- 
ters provide many a chuckle. 
Some have been directed to “The 
Onuble President,” “Too Deer 
President,” “His 
USA,” “Frankie Rassie—Velt,” 
and “Mr. Presadene Frakline 
Rodserveet — if name spells 
wrong please excuse.” 

At times artistically inclined 
writers post letters to the White 
House with nothing on the envel- 
ope but a drawn caricature of 
the President or some other sin- 
gularly appropriate sketch. A 
favorite trick during Franklin 
D. Roosevelt’s administration 
consisted of a picture of a rose 
followed by the letters “v-e-!-t.” 
During Theodore Roosevelt's 
tenure, numerous messages ar- 
rived with only a cartoon of him 
on the envelope. Sometimes a 
sketch consisted only of a toothy 
grin beneath a huge pair of 
pince-nez spectacles. Happily, 
post-office employees usually di- 
rect such mail to the proper 
place, writes Frank L. Reming- 
ton in the Christian Science 
Monitor. 

There’s no telling what a letter 
might contain, for each day turns 
up something new or bizarre. 
One woman wrote Mr. Truman 
that she was freezing during an 
oll shortage. Would he help her 
get some oil. He did. A mother 
sent Mr. Eisenhower her draft- 
ed son’s camp address. “If you 
ever pass through that vicinity,” 
she wrote “will you please look 
him up.” 

At Christmas or on the Presi- 
dent’s birthday the volume of 
letters and telegrams swells con- 
siderably. Once the people of 
Birmingham, Alabama, _ sent 
President Roosevelt a telegram 
to express birthday greetings. 
The wire contained 41,000 names 
and was a quarter of a mile long. 
It required a total of 19 hours to 
transmit and cost the senders 
$421. 

Likewise, the volume of gift- 
bearing parcels flowing to the 
Chief » Executive doubles. or 
triples at his birthday or at 
Christmas. The state of the presi- 
dential health also governs to 
some extent the number of pack- 
ages. If newspapers and radio 
commentators announce that the 
President has a cold, well-wish- 
ers deluge the White House with 
heavy blankets, woolen socks, 
earmuffs, hotwater bottles and 
homemade remedies, 

Most packages sent to the 
President, however, contain food. 
But because it arrives in such 
abundant quantities, little of it 
reaches the While House dining 
room. Much of Jt spoils en route 
to Washington. Any edibles that 
ultimately reach the President's 
table have first been tested 
chemically by the Food and Drug 
Administration. 

The steady stream of gifts ar- 
riving at the White House pre- 
sents a problem. All of them, of 
course, are acknowledged, but 
many must be returned, especial- 
ly the expensive ones. Obviously, 
the President cannot accept gifts 
that might put him under obliga- 
tion to the sender. And many of 
the items sent are nothing the 
Chief Executive wants or can 
use. Much of the food is turned 
over to various charities around 
Washington. And the local zoo 
often receives an addition to its 
menagerie from among the 
President's gifts. 

There's never a dull moment 
at the White House mail room. 
As comical or serious as the huge 
stacks of letters and packages 
arriving each day may be, they 
indicate the personal interest and 
‘concern the average citizen takes 
in his government and its Chief 
Executive.

This annual sandwich contest 
is sponsored by the Wheat Flour 
Institute and the National Res- 
taurant Association. It is, frank- 
ly, a campaign to help spur con- 


sumption of bread products. It's 


no secret that waistline-con- 
scious Americans have, for some 
reason, found it much easier to 
shake their heads “no” to bread 
than to many other foods. But 
since our. citizens eat more than 
860 billion sandwich meals per 
year, any way, it seemed easy 
enough to coax them to eat a 
few more, writes Marilyn Hoff- 
manin the Christian Science 
Monitor. 

The contest aims, as far as we 
can see, to make the sandwich 
just plain irresistible, so en- 
ehanting in name and character 
that we couldn’t bear not mak- 
ing acquaintance: Just listen to 
some of the enticing names from 
the top ten winners — “Bayou 
Queen,’ “Hamdinger,” “Pacific 
Paragon,” and “Killarney Spe- 
cial” (corned beef, no less). 
. Don't they sound delectable? 
~ Well, anyway, in the search 
‘for the grand champion sand- 
wich - of-the-year, 800 entries 
were taste-tested and judged on 
the basis of flavor, originality, 
practically, and appearance. 
The ten judged best got them- 
selves printed in a booklet, and 
the top three winners got their 
inventors trips to New York and 
cash prizes. 

SECOND PRIZE of $1,000 
went to Theodore Poumirou for 
his turkey-ham combination 
topped with a cream sauce, fla- 
vored with mushrooms and Par- 
mesan. cheese. At the luncheon, 
“Theodore’s Sandwich” was 
served to us steaming hot, 
broiled brown and bubbly, and 
represented, we were told, the 
kind of fare chef Poumirou (of 
San Francisco's El Prado Res- 
taurant) has been serving Cali- 
fornians for the past 35 years.

to do. 

Lord Montagu of Beaulieu had 
been hoping to turn Beaulieu 
into “The Glyndebourne of the 
jazz world,” but at Glynde- 
bourne they play opera and the 
fans are willing to dress in 
evening tails and gowns. in the 
afternoon and generally behave 
more formally. 

Yet what made this whole 
thing so specially significant was 
that, because of the informality 
of this felth festival, Lord Mon- 
tagu had tb cancel his long- 
standing engagement to race his 
traction engine against the Duke 
of Bedford's finest racing trac- 
tion engine at Woburn Abbey, 
historic country palace of the 
Bedfords. 


The many thousands of peo- 
ple who had gathered at Woburn 
Abbey from the 14 corners of 
the United Kingdom to race or

But 
it now has also “fountains, tem- 
ples, zoo (including lions and 
elephants), the largest 00 gauge 
railway in the world... . Trac- 
tion Engine Museum . . . boating, 
scenic railway, first-class licens- 
ed catering... and FREE PARK- 
ING.” 


Such is the English love of 
locomotives that the sure-fire 
way of drawing in a million 
visitors a year apparently is to 
fill your stately home with trac- 
tion engines. You would be well 
advised also to race them, such 
is the English love of racing, 
ever the historic landscape, to 
the sound of trumpets (Dixie- 
land).

I just can’t get Partner 
interested in growing berries of 
any kind. 


Sometimes | wonder where the 
supermarkets buy their stuff. 
The other day 1 was in a hurry 
and bought a five-pound bag of 
“new” Ontario grown potatoes. 
Almost half of them were partly 
rotten. The next day I stopped 
at a well-known fruit market 
for raspberries and noticed they 
had freshly dug Irish cobblers 
that might have come from our 
own garden. They were a treat 
to scrape and to eat, As for fruit, 
I never buy it from a supermart 

except bananas and citrous 
fruit. There are times when you 
definitely DON'T get what you 
pay for

The entire Redwood belt or- 
iginally contained approximately 
one million five thousand acres, 
more than one-third of which 
has now been cut over. The nar- 


row fringe of these monarchs ~ 


along the Redwood Empire 
Highway must be backed up by 
considerable areas of forest to 
support them, for if the lumber- 
men get down to this fringe, the 
trees will be exposed to the full 
blast of the wind and in conse- 
quence will blow over and. be 
destroyed: Then there is the risk 
of the climate being changed as 
the ‘result of the destruction of 
great areas. Who can deny that. 
the superb climate of California 
owes much to the effect of the 
Redwoods, if it is not entirely 
enriched by their influence? . . 
The Redwoods condense and 
filter out drops of water from the 
coast mists, which are often heav- 
jest in the driest summers, This 
so-called horizontal precipitation 
may be of considerable benefit to 


the growth of plant life, as well 


as the trees themselves, and 
could turn what might be a bar- 
ten land without them, into w# 
state of fertility. For that reason 
alone very extensive areas of 
these healthy life-giving trees 
should be preserved, even apart 
from the future welfare of the 
‘trees themselves. . 

It was the inner forest that 
lured’ me on to explore its 
depths, and as I walked through 
ferns shoulder high, the. morn- 


_4ng mist from the sea was touch- 


ed by the sun and produced con- 
tinuous variations of light, which 
streamed and filtered in, throw- 
ing shafts of sunshine on the 
ferns and on the great columns 
of these massive trees. — 

The shaded groves were car- 
peted pale pink oxalis, blending 
with the vivid green of soft mos- 
ses, In between the forest floor 
was covered with bracken and 
giant ferns, some of them six 
foot tall, such as the liquorice, 
the leather-leaf, the sword and 
wood ferns, or the lady and 
swamp ferns. Among them wild 
iris grew shoulder high; and 
lilies, white arum, mimulus, 
lovely trillium ovatum, trillium 
gessile, and lupins; peas and 
vetches grew here and there, and 
great varieties of flowers, creep- 
ing yellow and blue violets, ast- 
ers, fairy bells, and~ bleeding 
heart, and in the undergrowth 
many little shrubs such as the 
blue myrtle, huckleberry, snow- 
berry, and blue elderberry. But 
most striking was the glorious 
pink mass of azaleas, with large 
open bell-shaped flowers, a-feast 
ef colour, a contrast to the darker 
shadows of the big ferns... . 

This primeval Redwood Forest 
ia a veritable giant’s garden of 
wild growth. The air everywhere 
is cool and sweet, charged with 
the perfume of flowering shrubs.

April First Fight 
Fooled Joe Louis 


In the record breaking 1! 
years that Joe Louis held -the 
world’s heavyweight champion- 
ship, he set many a mark for 
future champions to shoot at, 
certainly not the least of which 
was his unheard of 25 defenses 
against both the cream and the 
dregs of the crop. 


But only in his 3rd title de- 
fense, was Louis called upon to 
knock the same opponent out 
twice in one fight, and for this 
overtime effort Joltin’ Joe re- 
ceived, ironically enough, the 
smallest purse he ever got for 
turning back a challenger. It 
may have been just coincidence; 
or it-may have been the fact 
that Louis defended against 
Harry Thomas on April Fool’s 
Day of 1938. 


For the Brown Bomber it was 
to be the last tune-up bout be- 
fore his all-important return 
clash with Max Schmeling,' and 
Thomas was a likely choice. For 
one thing, he had already served 
as cannon fodder for Schmel- 
ing’s guns. when the German 
was tuning-up just a few months 
earlier. Harry had taken six 
knockdowns and gone out in the 
eighth and it would be interest- 
ing to s¢e what Louis would do 
by way of comparison. 

Thomas also had a fair right 
hand.and the Louis board of str- 
tegy was anxious for Joe to get 
all the practice he could against 
right hand hitters. And perhaps 
too, the fact that Thomas was 


‘once a catcher on @ baseball 


team fitted him for his later role 
of one of the best catchers in the 
ring, . 

In any case, the April Fool 
jinx began cavorting right on 
schedule when only 10,743 hardy 
souls—huddled in Chicago Stad- 
jum that April ist night, perhaps 
wondering if the Fates had not 
already chosen them as the butt 
of a grim joke. They needn't 
have worried. 

In the Box Officethe receipts 
‘came to $48,192 the first and 
only time that a Louis cham- 
pionship bout failed to draw 
over $50,000 at the gate. 

Up in the glare of the are 
lights an impassive Louis pre- 
pared for a night's work that he 
would never again be called 
upon to repeat—stopping a chal- 
lenger twice for a paltry $16,- 
659—the poorest pay he was ever 
to get in his history of 25 title 
defenses. 

From the first gong, Thomas 
showed that he hadn't been a 
catcher for nothing. Whenever 
Louis moved a muscled arm, 
Harry jumped in and caught it 

‘fast. Throughout the opening 
frame, Joe was the man in the 
clutch. Harry wouldn't let go 
and Bomber Joe had to be con- 
tert with left jabbing, while his 
vaunted right remained immobi- 
lized. It was just what Harry 
needed to give him confidence 

He rushed out of his corner in 
the second round to. surprise Joe 
with a wildly flung right that 
landed and followed it up with 


a port side blast that also hit 
Louis. This flurry stirred the 
crowd into a show of enthusiasm. 
Thomas continued his aggres- 
siveness and won the round 
Possibly realizing what 4 
ghastly joke it would be on Joe 
Louis if he were to score an 


upset, Thomas recklessly aband- 
oned his catcher’s mitt to match 
pitches with the Detroit Dynam- 
iter in the third. Louis let go 4 
murderous barrage of lefts and 
rights which exploded against 
Harry's jaw, Thomas stood his 
ground and batted the champion 
with a roundhouse right that 
caueht Louis on the chin, The 
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Bomber, eyes flickering in an- 
noyance, drove a wicked one- 
two to Harry’s face and that 
should have been ‘all—-but a ca- 
pricious Fate then decided that 
the time for the end had not ar- 
rived, writes Gil Smith in The 
Police Gazette. 


Thomas recoiled from the Louis 
blast on rubbery legs and res- 
olutely. turning his back on Joe 
weaved his way toward his own 
corner. A stool was thoughtfully 
placed for him and Thomas sat 
down heavily. The round was 


not over. While Louis looked on, ° 


referee Dave Miller went over 
to Harry's corner to say he was 
stopping the fight. This led toa 
voluble argument from Harry’s 
manager, Nate Lewis. While 
they wrangled the clang of the 
bell ending the round sounded 


. ghoulishly through the Stadium. 


Manager Lewis then claimed 
that his Harry had been saved 
by the bell. The Brown Bomber 
told the harassed referee to per- 
mit the bout to continue. The. 
crowd settled back to get its 
money's worth. 


But in the fourth, poor Harry, 
willingly or not, had to again 
demonstrate that he had been a 
eatcher and caught. everything 
that was thrown at him by an 
aroused champion who was now 
on the overtime shift. In this 
round, Joe caught him with 
three searing rights and one left 
that floored him each time. But 
Thomas airily bounced up each 
time and just before the bell, 
swung blindly with a right to 
the head that just missed. 

In the fifth round Thomas out- 
gunned, but not outgamed 
marched to the center of the Sta- 
dium. ring and led off with’a 
wild right ‘that « surprisingly 
caught the champion. This sup- 
ported the opinion that Louis 
still hadn’t learned tc protect 
himself adequately against a 
good right hand. But for Thomas 
it didn’t matter. Louis whipped 
a left to the jaw and Harry fell 
for an eight count. He reeled 
up to walk into a hard right and 
left, and though he tried desper- 
ately to stand on his feet, he 
collapsed in a heap and was 
counted out. 

But even with Fate helping 
him out on that April Fool 
night, Thomas had survived as 
many knockdowns from Louis as 
he had from Max Schmeling— 
six from each just before bow- 
ing out. Joe had taken a few 
rounds less than the German 
had to fight to stop Thomas, but 
the fight proved nothing in de- 
termining who carried the heav- 
ler wallop when it came to scor- 


ing knockdowns against hard- 
rock Harry. - 

And when the receipts were 
counted and expenses paid, 
never again did Louis climb 
through the ropes to risk his 
multi-million dollar crown in an 
April Fool promotio:
